1 .  In  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  and  (he  covefiarjU  herein  contained,  Lessor  hereby  grants,  leases  and  lets  exclusively  to  Lessee  the  following 
described  land,  hereinafter  called  leased  premises:
